The  ridiculous  play  finally  ended  when  I  was  gett¬ 
ing  tired  and  sick  at  heart  over  things  1  only  vaguely 
understood,  when  the  bird  flew  for  another  window, 
fumbled  on  the  sill  for  an  instant,  and  made  its  quick 
way  out  through  a  very  small  crack  between  screen 
and  sill  that  I  had  not  even  noticed  before.  It  was 
outside  and  flying  before  I  knew  what  had  happened. 

Mixed  feelings.  Dlssapolntment  because  I  had  not^ 
done  the  great  thing;  I  had  not  made  my  day  happier. 
Despair  and  fear  becuase  I  had  not  been  able  to  com¬ 
municate;  my  language  had  not  doen  any  good;  I  had 
been  helpless  to  get  any  meaning  across  to  that  bird 
and  I  would  still  have  been  helpless  had  I  broken  my 
heart  trying.

That  was  my  best  Christmas  present.  I  grew  to  be 
very  thankful  for  it.
